Valentino was five feet eleven 
inches tall, weighed 156 pounds, had 
black hair, brown eyes and a swarthy 
complexion. Charlie Chaplin said 
the late star had one of the most in- 
teresting faces he had ever seen. 

But Charlie thinks his success pri- 
marily was due to his ability as an 
actor.

Pan-Pacific Conference to be 
in April Next Year 


All Nations Bordering Ocean 
Will be Invited 


Sessions Arranged by Work 
After Congress Action 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 23.—-Secretary 
of the Interior Work, with the ep- 
proval of the President, today des- 
ignated the week of April 11 to April 
16, inclusive, 1927, as the date for 


the Pan-Pacific conference on edu- 
cation, ‘rehabilitation, reclamation 
= recreation, to be held at Hono- 
lulu. 

At ite last session, Congress au- 
thorized and requested the President 
t call this conference. The act pro- 
vides that the conferefice shall be or- 
ganized and conducted by the Inte- 
rior Department, and the Secretary 
of the Interior has fixed the time, 
after conference with Gov. 
ton of Hawati, so as to conform in 
the most convenient way with steam- 
ship schedules. 

The plans provide that invitations 
will go out immediately through the 
State Department to nations border- 
ing on the Pacific Ocean or having 
territorial interests in the Pacific, in- 
cluding colonial governments, asking 
that delegates be sent to the con- 
ference. A request has been re- 
ceived that Great Britain and Indias 
be included in those nations invit- 
ed. Although the conference is 
planned primarily for the benefit of 
Pacific countries, it is not intended to 
exciude any other nation that de- 
sires to participate. 

The general purposes of the con- 
ference contemplate a mutual dis- 
cussion of common problems relat- 
ing to schools, reclamation, rehaebili- 
tation and recreation. It is hoped 
that the conference will prove a me- 
dium of better and re- 
lationship between the United States 
and ite neighbors in the Pacific, and

STRESS HISTORY OF STATES

Educators, statesmen, practical 
politicians, and reform workers ell 
agree that very few citizens have any 
substantial knowledge of the history 
of their own States. and that lacking 
this knowledge they lack any back- 
ground for understanding the politi- 
cal structure of the State. While 
pelitical history may be relatively 
dry material to the average person, 
the pioneering, fighting, struggling 
hietory et the early States and Terri- 
tories is a fascinating subject, and 
it is now planned to urge every State 
to include this history in its public 
school courses. 


BASIS OF UNDERSTANDING 
Director Frank C. Cross, of the 
National Americanismn Commission of 
the American Legion, himeelf an edu- 
cator by profession, has stated his 
belief that the teaching of Territorial 
and State history will provide the 
natural basis for an understanding 
of our political Institutions. At pres- 
ent thousands of citizens have no 
eccurate idea of where the authority 
of the Federal government ends, and 
that of the State begins. ine na- 
tional government is centered around 
the President and is so steadily in 
the news columns that le come 
to think of all government as that 
emanating from Washington, D. C. 
The history of the national gov- 
ernment is well known. But how 
many le have ever read the con- 
stitutions of their own States? And 
yet Dr. Cross calls to mind the fact 
that Gtate government is older than 
national government in this country, 
and that the Constitution of the 
United States specifically reserves to 
the States all authority not directly 
vested in the Federal government. 
The present immediate political 
edution campaign of the National 
Civic Federation and the Legion is 
one for getting out the vote at the 
fall elections. To this end mass 
meetings are being organized to be 
held throughout the country in Sep- 
tember, to stir up citizens 
to their duty of voting. 

WHY PEOPLE DO NOT VOTE 
In studying the causes for the small 
votes cast in recent years, especially 
at other than Presidential elections, 
the Mterested workers have concluded 
that the people as a whole do not 
vote because they do not understand 
how their votes can affect their own 
lives and affairs. They do not under- 
stand the sources of government au- 
thority as these became manifest to 
them from day to day. They have 
no clear picture of taxes, for example, 
nor of what power fixes taxes, and

school taxes, nor tell what elective 
officers fix each tax rate. 

There appears to the educators to 
be a general lack of comprehension 
of the powers and duties for Legisia- 
tures, and a lack of interest in select- 
ing candidates for legislative office, 
especially from city districts which 
might, on the other hand, take « 
very lively interest in electing a City 
Councilman.

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vOLNG, SOUTHLAND’S ENEMY 


When a citizen becomes an aspirant for public office, 
as in the case of C. C. Young, a candidate for the Repub- 
lican nomination for Governor, he subjects himself, his 
acts and his motives to a scrutiny which must go beyond 
personalities and prejudices, and which must weigh with- 
out bias what he says of himself, what is said of him by 


others. 

A dispassionate and careful study of Mr. Young’s 
eighteen years in politics leaves in very definite form a 
conviction that his election as Governor would constitute 
a misfortune for the State as a whole and for Southern 
California in particular. There is no animus in this con- 
clusion; nothing derogatory to Mr. Young as a private 
citizen pursuing the activities of a real estate operator in 
Berkeley. 

As a personality Mr. Young is colorless; he is force- 
ful neither in a negative way nor a positive way. He is 
a follower, not a leader, and this explains the mediocre 
nature of his public career. 

Mr. Young is not the creator of the political machine 
that now seeks to elect him; he is its creature. Heartily 
disliked by Sheriff Finn of San Francisco, his chief backer 
in Northern California, merely tolerated by Boss McCabe, 
he is openly derided by Boss Parrot, his political mentor 
and guide in Southern California. Lacking the appeal of 
a vigorous and aggressive personality, he has been forced

On reapportionment, an issue much more pertinent to 
his own duties and obligations, Mr. Young is silent. 

Gov. Richardson, incidentally, did all in his power to 
obtain enactment of a reapportionment measure that 
would have given proper representation to all sections 
of California. 

Mr. Young is leagued with those who violated their 
oath of office and aided in the defeat of this vital issue. 

Highway development is another vital consideration 
in the development and prosperity of California. Our 
roads are maintained by money raised in various ways 
from the taxpayers of the State. For years the progress 
of Southern California has been impeded by an inequit- 
able condition in which this end of the State had paid 
about two-thirds of the highway funds and received a 
little more than one-third of the expenditures. 

In an effort to eliminate this intolerable condition, a 
bill was introduced in the Legislature in 1925 providing 
that “50 per cent of such money” shall be spent in the 
Southern counties. The issue was so hotly and closely 
contested that it ended in a tie vote, 20 to 20.

DISTINGUISHED AMERICAN 

Peaceful was the passing of that dis 
tinguished American, Dr. Charles W. Eliot, 
president emeritus of Harvard University, 
and serene were the closing years of a man 
whose lifetime of 82 years has left a pro- 
found impress on American history. His 
name is known and respected throughout 
the land and beyond the seas his influence 
is felt extensively. 

Dr. Eliot was for forty years president 
of Harvard University and in that period 
was the instigator of many outstanding ed. 
ucational policies. Hig eminence as an ed- 
ucator and his prominent connection with 
great economic questions made him a world 
figure which firmly established him in «a 
peculfar and admirable place in the annals 
of his day. 

He was truly great, and not alone because 
at the age of 35 he was the youngest col- 
lege president in the country and for forty 
years continued to hold that high position 
with dramatic success. His mark upon the 
people of his day was deeper and more last- 
ing than could have been made by a man 
who was merely president of even historic 
old Harvard. Dr. Eliot fearlessly and clear- 
ly gave to the world the fruitage of a colos- 
sal and redundant intellect. He was the 
subject of much controversy because of his 
challenging statements and because some 
of the reforms he advocated seemed to be 
in advatce of the times. Later he had the 
satisfaction of seeing some of these re 
forms put into operation by general con- 
sent. 

American literary life owes much to Dr. 
Eliot for his mature and careful advice con- 
cerning education and how best to select 
reading matter. His life and personality 
offer a remarkable example for Americans 
because of his intellect, the courage with 
which he supported his convictions and his 
culture. It was characteristic of him that 
he was serene and cultured and seldom up 
set even though he was frequently a storm 
center in economic and educational contro 
versies. 

America may well be proud of her dis 
tinguished son and may, with profit to sue 
ceeding generations, engrave his name im- 
mutably on the pages of her history. 


REEK HIJACKERS 

Pangalos, the Greek director, was less 
happy in hie summer vacation than Pres- 
dent Coolidge. While Pangalos was fishing 
off the shore of the island of Spetsae some 
rude compatriots took his plaything, the 
government, away from him. It was & 
bloodless revolt. Between sunrise and sun- 
rise the old director was out and the new 
director was in; and there was not even 
a ripple in the placid waters about the 
isles of Greece. 

Governments so unstable hardly deserve 
the name: and communities so governed 
come perilously near not being governed 
at all. Greek patriotism has disappeared 
with Greek literature and Greek art. Gen. 
Condylis, the latest usurper, with his ht 
jacking confederates, are in complete con- 
trol. Condylis has issued the customary 
high-sounding proclamation, promising the 


government; but the important thing is 
that he is supported by the army and that 
he possesses the governmental seals and 
the keys to the national treasury. 

He will decide what taxes shall be levied; 
and the timorous will pay and the strong 
will threaten revolt if they are called upon 
to contribute to a government constituted 


The weak will pay and the strong will 


Greece is exhausted. Soil and blood are 


toxicated by victory and their national as 
pirations took too lofty a flight. They were 
surrounded by greedy and dangerous neigb- 
bors who possessed material power far 
greater than that of the Greeks. They 
trusted to great western powers and at- 
tacked Turkey. But when defeat came 
those great powers shrugged their shoul- 
ders with the complacent comment of Eu- 
ropean diplomats and said that the losers 
are always wrong. 

Then came the flood of refugees of Greek 
nationality from other lands. The Turks 
did not want them. The other Balkan 
states did not want them. Everywhere «4 
Greek was an undesirable neighbor. 

Because the government was unstable 
capital was lacking to stimulate industry. 
Greece had lost the confidence of the out- 
side world. And one now reads of the 
transfer of authority with a shrug. As 
long as Greece tolerates usurpers no one on 
the outside 1s concerned about the person- 
nel of the government. 

And this is the land of Homer, Pericles, 
Phidias, Demosthenes, Sophocles, Diogenes, 
| Plato and Eripides! One can imagine these 
phantoms stalking about the Acropolis. 
One can almost hear Euripides laugh and

Theodore Roosevelt's last words, as 
recorded by his valet, were: “James, 
will you please put out the light?” 
This is revealed for the first time 
in the eye-witness story of 
Roosevelt's death, published in 
current issue of Collier's Weekly 
written by James Amos, valet for 
seven years to the former President 
and the only person present at the 
actual end of his life. N 

Amos says that after tin 
Roosevelt's death fighting in France 
in 1918, he noticed its disastrous et- 
fect on Mr. Roosevelt, who had called 
him from Washington for special per- 
sonal service during an illness. 

“The colonel,” he writes, “was a 
changed man. No opposition, no dis- 
aster, ever lowered his spirits, but the 
death of Quentin was too much even 
for his brave heart.” 

Amos recounts that he saw @ pro- 
gressive physical decline in Mr. 
Roosevelt, and s: 

“It was a winter Sunday and he 
certainly would not ordinarily have 
done any work. I think he did dic- 
tate a letter or two to Mrs. 
velit, but nothing more. He was in 
too much pain to do very much. And 
when I entered his room at 8 o'clock 
I could see plainly enough the look 
of great weariness in his face.
